Species I, including claims 1-20, 36-39, relates to a method of providing multi- 
extension functionality to a group of mobile terminals in wireless communication 
network which have a common phone number and a caller select at least one mobile 
sharing the common number. 

Species II, including claims 21-30, 40-44, relates to a method of providing multi- 
extension functionality to a group of mobile terminals in wireless communication 
network which has subscriber database includes a unique identifier associated with 
mobile terminal, and further comprising storing in the subscriber database, data 
indicating the last know position of the respective mobile terminal. 

Species III, including claims 31-39, relates to a method of placing a call from any 
of a group of mobile terminal, in a wireless communication network capable of reporting 
the telephone number of the originating mobile terminal which has a common number to 
a group and blocking the reporting of telephone number of the originating mobile 
terminal if said communication network is incapable of reporting said common number.
